But even the short time taken in 
waiting for a car or a bus proved 
too much for some of the children 
and adults. Many were thoroughly 
chilled when they reached the build- 
ing, and 27 were treated, in an im- 
provisei clinic, for frostbites,

Frigid Temperature in Carolinas, 
Georgia and Florida; Snow 
in Illinois.

CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—Cold weath- 
er was reported from the South to- 
day, along with snow and zero tem- 
peratures in the northern half of 
the nation. 

A high wind whipped snow across

Served Under Wounded Premier. 


Tang formerly served as_ Vice- 
Minister of Foreign Affairs under 
Wang Ching-wei, former Premier, 
Foreign Minister and President of 
the Executive Council, who was 
wounded Nov. 1 during a meeting 
of the Kuomintang, the Chinese 
Nationalist party. 

Wang remains in serious condi- 
tion. His post as Premier was tak- 
en over by Chiang Kai-shek, virtual 
dictator and military overlord of 
the Central Government. Chang 
Chun, Japanese-educated foriner 
Governor of Hopeh Province, be- 
came Foreign Minister. 

Tang resigned from the Foreign 
Ministry, following the resignation 
of Wang, to become Vice-Minister 
for Railways. He served the Chi- 
nese Government as a principal ne- 
gotiator in recent Chinese-Japanese 
conversations. 

He had arrived here Tuesday 
from the capital, where he con- 
ferred with Major-General Rensuke 
Isogai, Japanese military attache. 


Comment by Japanese. 


Japanese military leaders said 
the assassination “throws a dark 
shadow over the future of Chinese- 
Japanese relations.” 

An embassy spokesman charac- 
terized the killing as “glaring evi- 
dence of anti-Japanese sentiment, 
leaving no doubt of the trend of 
Chinese sentiment toward Japan.” 

The spokesman said the Tang as- 
sassination became doubly serious 
because it followed closely the at- 
tempt to assassinate Wang. 

“Wang and Tang together labored 
to improve Chinese-Japanese rela- 
tions,” the spokesman said, “and 
were largely responsible for stav- 
ing off a crisis in North China, 
which would be inevitable without 
wise diplomacy.” 

Explosion of Old Bomb. 


Japanese marines swarmed into 
the Hongkew district here after a 
bomb exploded in front of a Japa- 
nese hotel. They were withdrawn, 
however, when it was learned the 
blast was accidental. 

Japanese reports said a bomb, 
picked up in Chapei’s one-time war 
zone by a Chinese ragpicker, was 
dropped accidentally when the man 
collided with a pedestrian. 

Two Chinese were injured by the 
explosion. 

Armed patrols of Japanese sail- 
ors marched the streets of the 
Hongkew area, however, as a pre- 
caution against any further inci- 
dents arising from the death of 
Tang. 

The Nanking Govérnment ordered 
a section of its railway line torn 
up in order to check the attempt 
by Shanghai students, protesting 
against the movement for North 
China separation, to reach the cap- 
ital in a commandeered train. 

The demonstrating students 
seized a locomotive here when au- 
thorities refused to grant them free 
transportation to Nanking and 
reached Changchow, about 75 miles 
short of Nanking. 

The Nanking Government sent an 
armored train carrying 500 troops 
eastward, in an attempt to block 
the students. A bridge was torn up 
in the path of the train which the 
students had seized. 

The demonstrators were increased 
to 2000. They held meetings at rail- 
way points, urging the Chinese peas- 
auts to resist the Japanese and 
force suppression of the autonomy

Mrs. Roose- 
velt will tell of her activities, her 
impressions of people, her tasks, 
her problems and her pleasures as 
if in a letter to a good friend.

BALDWIN QUITS AS CO-TRUSTEE 
FOR MISSOURI PACIFIC LINES 


Gives Possibility of Certain Suits as 
Reason; Named Chief Executive 
Officer. 


Guy A. Thompson, head of a St. 
Louis law firm, today became sole 
trustee of the Missouri Pacific Sys- 
tem, through the resignation of L. 
W. Baldwin as co-trustee. Baldwin 


was immediately appointed by Trus- 
tee Thompson as chief executive of- 
ficer of the Missouri Pacific prop- 
erties. Baldwin has been president 
of the Missouri Pacific since 1923, 
and co-trustee since June, 1933. 
Baldwin’s resignation as co-trus- 
tee was sent to Federal Judge 
Charles B. Faris, who, though re- 
tired, has continued to act in the 
Missouri Pacific trusteeship. Judge 
Faris entered an order accepting 
the resignation and naming Thomp- 
son as sole trustee, and another or- 
der directing the trustee to insti- 
tute a suit or suits in the matter of 
the terminal shares deal, in which 
the Missouri Pacific contracted to 
pay $20,234,000 for terminal prop- 
erties in Kansas City and St. Jo- 
seph, and paid $3,200,000 before the 
trusteeship was instituted. 
Baldwin, in his letter of resigna- 
tion, mentioned the action of the 
Court in appointing Ernest A. 
Green of St. Louis and Jerome N. 
Frank of New York as counsel in 
the terminal shares matter. 
“Messrs Frank and Green,” he said, 
“have decided that suits should be 
brought against various parties, and 
the petitions they have prepared 
are, in many respects, at variance 
with and directly contradict my po- 
sition in the hearings before the 
Special Master, Marion C. Early.

PARIS, Dec. 26.--Premier 
Laval called his Cabinet together 
today to draft his defense for to- 
morrow's Chamber of Deputies in- 
terpellation on foreign policy, but 
informed sources said after the 
meeting that details of Laval's fu- 
ture policy to keep out of war and 
to settle the Italian-Ethiopian con- 
flict were not yet decided on. 

Laval was reported to be anxious 
to continue his role of peacemaker 
at Geneva. France is still firmly 
opposed to application of military 
sanctions, political sources said, 
with Laval considering that-only 
some desperate Italian action such 
as an attack on British ships would 
require open .military precautions 
like mobilization of the French fleet 
or army. 

Edouard Herriot, influential Min- 
ister of State, kept silent at the 
Cabinet meeting after Laval assured 
him of maintenance of a policy of 
fulfilling obligations under the 
League of Nations Covenant, in- 
cluding mutual assistance. Herriot’s 
friends said he was leaving the ques- 
tion of confidence in Laval’s pur- 
suance of his policy for the Cham- 
ber to decide tomorrow in a possi- 
ble vote, with the life of the Cabi- 
net at stake, after the foreign pol- 
icy debate. 

Army Conscription. 

Laval withdrew a question of con- 
fidence on a proposed army con- 
scription bill as the Cabinet was 
threatened with overthrow on the 
vote. The amendment would have 
reduced to one year the army serv- 
ice of. the eldest sons in families of 
five or more. Jean Fabry; Minister 
of War, had announced earlier he 
would stake the Cabinet's life on 
his demand that the Chamber re- 
pulse the amendment, which he 
said would. reduce the French 
army by 16,000 men. 

Laval, however, after conferring 
with his Ministers, decided the posi- 
tion of the Cabinet was too precari- 
ous on such a question, and decid- 
ed to ask that the bill be returned 
to the Army Committee for study. 

Fabry, giving warning against re- 
duction in the term of such service, 
told the Chamber Germany would 
soon have a machine-like army of 
1,000,000 men to menace France. 

He asked that the regulation for 
two-year service of conscripts, made 
effective by decree, be definitely 
enacted into law by the Chamber. 

In addition to the debate on 
Frances peace activities, Laval is 
expected to pose a question of con- 
fidence also in a Chamber vote on 
suppression of semi-military polit- 
ical leagues. A vote on  Laval's 
budget for defense of the franc 
will complete Parliament's work 
until its new session Jan, 14. 

Criticism by Leftists.

GREETINGS TO BRITISH EMPIRE 


Christmas Message Proclaims Brit- 
ain “A Friend of All, An 
Enémy of None.”

SUCCESSIVE DISINTEGRATION OF 
RADIUM ATOM PHOTOGRAPHED 


University of Rochester Physicist 
Succeeds in Taking Series 
of Five Pictures. 
By the Associated Press. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Dec. 26.— 
First photographic recordings of 
five successive disintegrations of an 
_atom of radium are reported by Dr. 
|T. Russell Wilkins, professor of 
| physics at the University of Roches- 
ter, as a result of experiments in 
the university laboratory. 

The photographs were a result of 
10 years of effort to record in spe- 
cially sensitized photographic emul- 
sions the tracks of atoms. Each 
track in the photographs was made 
by a particle about one-trillionth of 
an inch in diameter, traveling at an 
approximate rate of 20,000 miles a 
second. 

The fifth photograph in the chain 
shows the disintegration of radium 
into lead. Radium has been evolved 
from another substance and is cne 
of several created by periodic ex- 
Plosions. After a period of time 
be particle of the substance ex- 

lodes, changing into new material. 
The last substance in the line does 
not explode. It is lead. 

The photographic series begins

IN COTTON BELT CASE 


Minority Stockholder Charges 
Southern Pacific Man Is Re- 
sponsible for Condition. 


Walter E. Meyer, New York law- 
yer and a former director of the 
St. Louis Seuthwestern (Cotton 
Belt) Railway, took the witness 
stand in Federal Judge Davis court 
today in the hearing, begun Mon- 
day, on a demand for dismissal of 
the road’s recent bankruptcy and 
reorganization suit. 

Chairman of a committee of min- 


jority stockholders of the road and 


one of three respoments calling for 
dismissal of the suit, Meyer has 
been a principal figure at the hear- 
ing. Appearing as one of’ couns:! 
for the respondents, he alternated 
between the witness chair and the 
bar. The Southern Pacific Co. owns 
87 per cent of the Cotton Belt stock. 

Meyer asserted that H. W. de For- 
est, New York capitalist and a 
Southern Pacific director, who is 
80 years old, was to blame for the 
financial situation of the Cotton 
Belt. Asserting that De Forest has 
been hostile to the Cotton Belt ‘or 
the last 10 years, Meyer declared: 
“This man pursued this railroad 
with the utmost vindictiveness, and 
the crisis and culimination of his 
acts are now in this court room.” 

Postponement Denied. 

A request by Meyer for a post- 
ponement of the hearing in order to 
bring De Forest here as a witness 
or take his deposition in New York 
was overruled by Judge Davis. 
Meyer said De Forest had been re- 
fused the privilege of becoming a 
Cotton Belt director by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

Two days before the suit was 
filed, or on Dec. 10, Meyer related, 
he asked Paul Shoup of New York, 
vice-chairman of the Southern Pa- 
cific board and a director of the 
Cotton Belt, what would occur at 
the Cotton Belt board meeting in 
New York Dec. 12. He said Shoup 
replied: “I can’t tell you. Mr. de 
Forest has a cold and the whole 
matter awaits his decision.” 

“Bearing on the good faith of 
this petition (for reorganization),” 
Meyer continued, “I offer in evi- 
dence a copy of a resolution given 
me at a meeting of the Cotton Belt 
directors in 1932, which threatened 
to put into effect a receivership for 
the Cotton Belt. At that time, there 
were $20,000,000 of general 4 per 
cent bonds coming due. A propo- 
sition was made for the refunding 
of this debt by the Southern Pacific 
on a basis which would have meant 
an exchange of stock, with three- 
fifths of a share of Southern Pa- 
cific stock for each share of Cot- 
ton Belt preferred and one-third 
of a share of Southern Pacific for 
each share of Cotton Belt com- 
mon. 

“Used as a Threat.” 

“It was asserted that if ‘the of- 
fer was not accepted the Southern 
Pacific would withdraw its backing 
of the Cotton Belt and receivership 
would be inevitable. Market of 
these stocks at that time would 
have meant that Cotton Belt stock- 
holders would have received $4 for 
each share of common and $7 for 
each share of preferred. That year 
the Cotton Belt did the worst busi- 
ness of its history, although the 
Southern Pacific was behind it fi- 
nancially or was supposed to be. 

“Reorganization proceedings have 
been used as a threat, just as the 
threat of receivership was used to 
squeeze out Cotton Belt stockhold- 
ers.” 

Judge Davis sustained an objec- 
tion by counsel for the road to 
admission of the 1932 resolution in 
evidence. He was asked by Meyer, 
in the event the Court appointed a 
trustee or trustees, “Who could 
you find in St. Louis or elsewhere 
who has given the devotion and 
time in the past 10 years that 1 
have to fight this battle?” 

The Cotton Belt’s case was “one 
of the worst cases of exploitation 
of a railroad in the interest of in- 
vestment bankers in the country’s 
history,” Meyer asserted.

CUBAN ARMY EX-Chict 
DIES OF TROLLEY INJURY 


Former Col. Julié Sanguily 
Ran in Path of Car, Two 
Witnesses Say. 


By the Associated Press. 
HAVANA, Dec. 26.—Former Col. 


Julio Sanguily, who was chief-of., 


staff of the Cuban army under 
President Carlos Manuel de Ces- 
pedes, died last night from injuries 
suffered when he was struck by a 
street car Tuesday night. 

The motorman of the car and a 
soldier wno said he saw the acci- 
dent testified at a hearing that 
Sanguily ran from behind a tree 
and threw himself in front of the 
car. 

Members of Sanguily’s family 
said he told them he was crossing 
the tracks “distractedly” and did 
not see the car until it was too 
close to escape. 

Sanguily, 56 years old, was born 
in Havana and was in the Cuban 
army for 30 years. His father, Gen. 
Julio Sanguily, and his uncle, Gen. 
Manuel Sanguily. distinguished 
themselves in the war for Cuban 
independence. 

Sanguily’s opposition to former 
President Gerardo Machado was 
generally considered to have been 
an important factor in Machado’s 


leaving the presidency and fleeing 


from Cuba. 

Under President de Cespedes, 
Sanguily held the post of chief-of- 
staff until Sept. 4, 1933, when six 
regular army sergeants led by Ful- 
gencio Batista ousted the officers, 
took command and installed an 
“executive commission” of five at 
the head of the Government. 

Sanguily commanded about 500 
officers who installed themselves 
in the National Hotel and defied 
Batista, who had been named com- 
mander-in-chief. Batista’s forces 
surrounded the hotel after attempts 
at concilation had failed and firing 
broke out between the opposing 
forces, Batista’s men using artillery. 

After a battle lasting throughout 
the day of Oct. 2, 1933, the officers 
surrendered. They had suffered 
about 30 killed and wounded, while 
the army’s casualties were about 
100.

Head of U. S. Health Service Says 
12 Children Became Infected After 
Inoculation; Six Died. 

By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—Dr. J. P. 


Leake, medical director of the Unit- 
ed States Public Health Service, 
said today that use of vaccines to 
prevent infantile paralysis was “un- 
desirable at present.” 

The warning, published in this 
week’s issue of the journal ‘of the 
American Medical Association, was 
based, Dr. Leake said, on a series 
of inoculations that resulted in 
six deaths and six infections with 
the disease. 

In each case, Dr. Leake said, in 
fantile paralysis developed soon aft- 
er children were inoculated with 
the two vaccines developed within 
the last year. 

Infantile paralysis “was not epi- 
demic in any of the localifies at the 
time of the occurrence of these 
cases” and “the likelihood of the 
whole series of cases having oc- 
curred through natural causes is 
extremely small,” his report said. 

“Although any one of these cases 
may have been entirely unconnect- 
ed with the vaccine, the implication 
of the series as a whole is clear.”

‘reasonably well served by existing 
‘railroads and other means of trans 
| portation.” 

“The lines serving the territory 
have had heavy losses in recent 
years, have ample capacity to han- 
die an increase in business and 
could ill afford to lose the traffic 
which would be diverted by the pro- 
posed operation,” the I. C. C. said, 
adding: “The record fails to show 
that there is a substantial need of 
another railroad in the territory, 
and it has not been shown that the 
applicant has any funds available 
for the construction of the line.” 

The commission said although 
the company “repesents that it has 
‘no notes outstanding and does not 
owe a dollar,” it had not submitted 
a balance sheet and the amount of 
its assets “available or actual can 
not be determined from the record.” 

The railroad admitted, the ICC 
said. it could not get funds from 
the general money market, but 
‘hoped to finance construction of 
,the road through a Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation loan. The 
}commission recalled that an appli- 
cation for a $35,000,000 RFC loan 
to the company was dismissed in 
1933. 

Although “a considerable amount”

Committee Says There Are 
Many Instances of Funds 
Being Used to Get Votes.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Use of 
relief money “to build up the New 
| Deal political machine” is charged 


‘in a statement issued by the Na- 


tional . Republican Congressional 


Committee. 

Replying to assertions credited 
to President Roosevelt and other 
administration spokesmen that re- 
lief program critics were “political 
profiteers,” the statement declared 
that “the Roosevelt administration 
has used and continues to use the 
great power which it has acquired 
to coerce and intimidate those who 
oppose its plans.” 

“Relief funds extended to the 
states,” it said, “havesbeen used, 
under New Deal teamwork, as a 
political football. . . In inumer- 
able instances people have been 
challenged to vote for the New Deal 
or be denied relief money.” 

Points to Kentucky Election. 

The Kentucky election last fall, 
the committee asserted, was 
marked by the spending the pre- 
ceding 10 days of “42 million dol- 
lars in relief money” within the 
State. 

“States having Democratic gov- 
ernors who denounced the vagaries 
of the New Deal,” it continued, 
“were threatened deliberately and 
cold-heartedly with being cut off 
from receiving relief funds. There 
are Gov. Talmadge of Georgia and 
Gov. Davey of Ohio as examples. 
And there also was the late Sen- 
ator Huey P. Long.” 

The relief administration placed 
the handling of Federal allotnfents 
in Georgia, Ohio and Louisiana un- 
der persons appointed by it instead 
of following its general policy of 
spending the funds through State 
agencies. ~ 

Recalling the 1934 congressional 
campaign, the committee asserted 
that Chairman Farley of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee had 
“tried to impress on people who 
had unwittingly been made pawns 
in his re-election game, that relief 
money came only through the 
beneficence of President Roose- 
velt.” 

“Farley and His Henchman.” 

* “Mr. Farley and his henchmen 
did not stop at calling attention to 
relief allotments,” it said. “Some 
were so bold as to declare that re- 
lief would be stopped unless 
recipients voted for the New Deal. 
President Roosevelt knew about 
this. His attention was publicly 
called to it. Public revulsion was 
great, but President Roosevelt did

STILL OWNED BY CHURCH 


Survivors of Medieval Days Once) 


Sheltered Knights and Mendi- 
cant Friars.

still wayside inns in England where 
part of the price you pay for your 


dinner or your beer goes to the up- 
keep of the village church. These 
survivors of the church’s inns are 
relics of the great buildings, which 
offered hospitality to the pilgrims, 
knights and mendicant friars of 
old, and were homes of the me- 
dieval guilds. 

The timbered red-brick tudor Fox 
and Goose at Fressingfield, Suf- 
folk, is still held by the church.

Proposes 12 Steps for Con- 
gress to Take to Stabilize 
Government. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2%.—Ac- 


cusing the New Deal of “doing vio- 
lence” to the Constitution, the 
American Liberty League yesterday 
offered Congress iegisiative pro- 
gram designed “to put the Govern- 


ment’s house in order.” 
In a vigorous indictment of the 


Roosevelt administration, the 
jeague charged it with capitalizing 
on the nation’s emergency to make 
centralization of power in the Fed- 
eral Government a permanent poi- 
icy. 

A summary of the league’s legis- 
lative program follows: 

1. Balance the budget and end 
Treasury deficits by reducing 
Government expenditures to the 
level of receipts. 

2. Make “moderate” appropria- 
tion for direct releif for a limited 
period, providing thereafter for 
loans to states unable to assume 
their full responsibility for care 
of needy. 

3. Halt spending of Government 
funds for local improvements, but 
provide a “greatly reduced” pro- 
gram of productive, worthy public 
works. 

4. Revise tax laws to eliminate 
inequities and ease the burden an 
business and the individual. 

5. Reject inflationary currency 
proposals. 

6. Let NRA lapse without seek- 
ing substitutes. 

7. Repeal the utility holding 
company “death sentence.” 

8. Amend Social Security Act to 
make old age pensions and unem- 
ployment insurance an _ entirely 
state function. 

9. Strip AAA of unconstitution- 
al features and seek to extend 
domestic consumption of farm 
products and regain foreign 
trade. 

10. Reassume congressional veto 
power over foreign trade treaties 
given away under reciprocal tariff 
act. 

11. Abolish executive ‘“usurpa- 
tion of legislative power.” 

12. Preserve the fundamental 
principles of the Constitution by 
rejecting amendments which 
would break down division of au- 
thority among the executive, leg- 
islative and judicial branches of 
the Government. 

“The United States,” the League 
said, “has had a saturnalia of law- 
making. Much of it has been in 
conflict both with the Constitution 
and with sound economic princi- 
ples. The overturning of tradi- 
tional policies and uncertainties as 
to the effects of new and proposed 
laws has been highly disturbing to 
business. The nation needs not 
only a ‘breathing spell,’ but perma- 
nent relief from legislation of this 
character. 

“The purpose of the Congress 
during the new session should: be 
to put the Goverrment’s house in 
order. The Congress should reas- 
sert its rights and prerogatives un- 
der the Constitution in such fash- 
ion as definitely to check tle trend 
toward dictatorship. It should re- 
sist all proposals which tend to 
break down our form of govern- 
ment, It should take stock of what 
has occurred through an undue 
delegation of power to the execu- 
tive. Above all, it should make the 
Government's financial and mone- 
tary structure impregnable.”

BERLIN, Dec. 26.—Rudolf Hess, 
Minister Without Portfolio, in a 
Christmas message broadcast to 


Germans throughout the world, con- 
trasted what he called Germany's 
“secured” peace with war pre- 
parations in other European coun- 
tries. Germany's rearmament, said 
Hess, was a bulwark of peace. 

“A long time has passed since 
Germany could celebrate a festival 
of peace so secure as the peace this 
year,” he asserted. “A year ago I 
could not foresee that kind fate 
would so soon make it possible for 
Der Fuehrer to proclaim Germany's 
liberty is rearm. 

“Our barbed wire (meaning the 
German defense force), like the fur 
on our hedgehog, has meanwhile 
grown reassuringly thick.” 

Commenting on the position of 
Germans in Austria, Hess said: 
“It isn’t the first time in. history 
that Germans in Austria have had 
to suffer for the sake of their faith 
but I know that these sufferings 
often develop them into a people of 
especially stern qualities.’ 


Austrian Chancellor Discusses Pro 
motion of Peace.

VIENNA, Dec. 26.—Dr. Kurt von 
Schuschnigg, Chancellor of Aus 
tria, in a Christmas message, 
pledged his nation last night to ad- 
here to its “glorious tradition” to- 
ward “the attainment of world 
peace.” 

“*Promotion of peace’ is the slo- 
gan which, time and again, we hear 
from all authoritative quarters,” his 
message said. “But it seems more 
difficult to translate the spiritual 
ideal of peace into concrete realiza- 
tion than is generally realized. 

“Great projects to bring lasting 
peace to the world have been con- 
ceived, and this striving goes on 
without interruption. It is this 
ceaseless endeavor to attain an 
ideal that gives us hope that ulti- 
mately existing restraints and dif- 
ficulties will be mastered.

BETHLEHEM’S BELLS 
HEARD THROUGHOUT 
WORLD BY WIRELESS 


Electric Star Lights Jesus’ 
Birthplace—Arabs Hold 
Symbolic Feasts. 


By the Associated Press. 

BETHLEHEM, Dec. 26. — The 
church bells which summoned wor- 
shippers to Christmas services yes- 
terday from the streets and sur- 
rounding hilltops of ancient Judea 
sounded throughout the world, 
transmitted by wireless. ‘ 

In the age-old Church of the Na- 


tivity were pilgrims from the 
world’s ends, gathered in the tra- 
ditional city of Jesus’s birth. 

Americans and Europeans in mod- 
ern dress mingled with red-capped 
Arabs and native peasants in their 
white crusader coifs, all Christian 
creeds united in the worship of the 
child born in the Bethlehem man- 
ger. 

The services began Tuesday night 
when a bright electric star, sym- 
bolic of the light that guided the 
three wise men to the stable, cast 
its beams over the church altar, 
directly above the spot where the 
crib of the Christ child is believed 
to have stood. 

On the surrounding hills  bon- 
fires were lighted as sheep were 
roasted on spits and eaten with 
Arab bread, the feast of the shep- 
herds nearly 2000 years ago. 

Night services were held in the 
candle-lighted grotto, and long lines 
of pilgrims filed slowly in and out, 
pausing to kiss the spot where the 
Christ child first lay.

MCARL BARS PLAN 
T0 USE FARM SURPLUS 


Rules Distribution for Relief 
Under AAA Amendments 
Improper. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—An ad- 
ministration proposal that surplus 
farm products be purchased and dis- 
tributed to relief clients with funds 
provided under the AAA amend- 
ments passed at the last session of 
Congress was rejected today by J. 
R. McCarl, the Comptroller-General. 
The amendments set up a fund 
equal to 30 per cent of customs du- 


ties to encourage farm exports and 
domestic consumption and to fi- 
nance crop adjustment programs. 

In notifying Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace this money could 
not be used to buy surplus farm 
products for distribution to those 
on relief, McCarl said relief legis- 
lation and relevant statutes pro- 
vided another way to handle such 
purchases. 

The general crops section of 
AAA had hoped to Finance pur- 
chases. of surpluses of specialty 
crops, such as cabbage, apples and 
other fruits and vegetables, in the 
manner which McCarl now disap- 
proves. 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from the Farm Administra- 
tion but it was thought the problem 
might be submitted to the Surplus 
Commodity Corporation, which has 
brought crop surpluses in the past 
with money from other sources. , 

The decision brought to light a 
sharp disagreement between the 
Secretary of Agriculture and the 
Comptroller-General as to the ef- 
fect the proposed purchases would 
have on agriculture. 

Wallace said in a letter to McCarl 
that if it were decided not to ex- 
port the surplus products, it would 
be necessary then to take steps do- 
mestically to get rid of them. 

“The Secretary of . Agriculture 
could divert the surplus commodi- 
ties by storing them; by processing 
them into by-products, or by donat- 
ing them to individuals who are not 
an effective factor in the market- 
ing of such commodities,” Wallace 
continued. “In the very nature of 
the proposed program, the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture can do only the 
latter; not because it is necessary 
to carry on the relief program as 
such, but because it is deemed nec- 
essary adequately to dispose of the 
surplus.” 

McCarl replied: “The removal of 
agricultural products from the nor- 
mal channels of trade and com- 
merce by purchase, merely for the 
purpose of making free distribution, 
would in no sense of the word ac- 
complish the manifest purposes of 
the act. On the contrary, it would 
appear that such a program would 
defeat such purposes.” 

He said the clear intent of the 
statute insofar as domestic con- 
sumption was concerned was to cre- 
ate an increased market demand by 
the development of new or addi- 
tional uses of the products or com- 
modities. 


PITTMAN TO GRITICISE ACTION 
OF JAPANESE AMBASSADOR 


Resents Saito’s Protest Against Re- 
marks He Says Were Incor- 
rectly Attributed to Him.’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Sena- 
tor Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, said 
today he would take the floor in 
the Senate soon after Congress 
opens to criticise the Japanese Am- 
bassador for protesting against re- 
marks attributed to him about a 
Japanese-American war. 

The chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee said his 
remarks before a private meeting 
of the Nevada Rotary Club had 
been misquoted. The reports repre- 
sented him as projecting the possi- 
bility of war between the United 
States and Japan. Saito in a state- 
ment had termed such a possibility 
“absurd.” 

Pittman said Saito should _ at 
least have extended him the cour- 
tesy of “attempting to ascertain 
from me whether my speech was 
cerrectly reported.” He said he was 
participating in a round-table de- 
bate on world conditions, that the 
speech was extemporaneous and no 
notes were made. 

“That I criticised the actions of 
the military government in Japan 
in regard to China is absolutely 
true,” Pittman said.

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FECHNER SAYS CCC HAS HELPED 
REDUCE FOREST FIRE LOSSES, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.— Re- 
viewing activities of the Civilians’ 
Conservation Corps during 1935, 
Robert Fechner, director of emer- 
gency conservation work, said yes- 
terday that the CCC had played a 
large part in reducing forest fire 
losses. Fechner said the forest ser- 
vice had reported fire losses were 
among the lowest on record. 


“This reduction in fire losses, 
with its consequent savings to the 
Government,” he added, “was due 
in large part to the huge nation- 
wide suppression and prevention 
campaign that has been carried on 
over a nation-wide front for the 
last three years. 

“The presence in the woods dur- 
ing the fire seasons of hundreds of 
thousands of CCC men, all of them 
available at a moment’s notice for 
fire fighting, has also been a big 
factor in enabling the _ services 
charged with administering tim- 
bered areas to reach fires quickly 
and extinguish them promptly.” 

As outstanding fire prevention 
work in the forest, Fechner cited 
the construction of 65,000 miles of 
truck trails to permit entrance of 
fire fighting equipment; 2428 look- 
out houses and towers; 39,121 miles 
of telephone line,

in World” Pays 40 Per 


Cent Dividend, but Provides no Dining 


Service for 


Passengers.

ADDIS ABABA, Dec. 26.—The 
“most expensive gailroad in the 
world”—and also one of the most 
leisurely—runs 550 miles between 
Djibouti, French Samaliland, and 


Addis Ababa. 

It operates a 60-hour service each 
way twice weekly and, during the 
dry season, a 25-hour express mail 
train at irregular intervals. The 
road came by its reputation for be- 
ing expensive because of its exhor- 
bitant charges—slightly more than 
1 franc a mile for passenger fares, 
3 francs a kilogram for baggage 
and half that amount for freight. 

One can understand how it is able 
to pay 40 per cent dividends to its 
stockholders, but one cannot under- 
stand why it has not even a dining 
car. 

Passengers arrive on board laden 
with thermos bottles full of ice and 
drinks — there’s not even a water 
cooler with paper cups—and tidbits 
done up in brown paper The train 
is scheduled to leave Djibouti at 7 
a. m., so breakfast ‘usually con- 
sists of a hastily swallowed cup of 
chicory. The tidbits are most wel- 
come about 10 o'clock. 

Six hours across the dusty desert 
and one pauses at Aiscia for lunch- 
eon, which has been ordered by 
telephone by the_ ticket puncher 
who asks you if you want “dejeu- 
ner” while he examines your tickgt. 

Lentils and Sardines. 

Duly impressed by the clean ta- 
blecloths and the politeness of the 
Greek manager, one thoroughly en- 
joys this initial luncheon in Ethio- 
pia. It begins with lentils and 
sardines and ends with custard, 
things one becomes well acquainted 
with before reaching the Ethiopian 
capital. It is the best served and 
the most tasty meal of the three- 
day trip, if one is unfortunate 
enough to catch the slow, 60-hour 
train. 


The next encounter with food is 
at Diredawa, where one passes the 
night. It is always interesting to 
eat here because one never can be 
sure what kind of food will be 
forthcoming. The chef is tempera- 
mental. If he is in a bad mood the 
dinner will undoubtedly be drowned 
in “ghee’”—grease—but if happy he 
will proudly serve a dinner just 
barely floating in fat. 

If the situation becomes really 
serious, one can always go out into 
the garden, where there are man- 
darins, oranges, quinces and limes 
hanging from the trees. However, 
before one flees in despair, a strong 
appeal to the proprietor is advised, 
as he is usually most willing to 
bawl out the cook for you and is 
not averse to preparing something 
and serving it to you himself. 


Having had breakfast, one re- 
members that it is a long time until 
lunch and empties the fruit plate 
into pockets. The proprietor invari- 
ably appears flattered at this ges- 
ture to his hospitality and will help 
with the process. 


Spaghetti at Afdem. 


After loading up with more fruit 
at the Emperor’s private fruit farm 
at Gofa, one arrives at Afdem for 
the noonday meal. One discovers 
that the Italians have been there. 
Spaghetti is the specialty of the 
chef at Afdem, and one can always 
depend on having it served in some 
form. He also is partial to lamb 
stew, not exactly lamb stew as we 
know it, but lamb stew, neverthe- 
less.

PEACE ORGANIZATIONS URGE 
REVISION OF NEUTRALITY ACT 


Tentative Draft of Measure Pro- 
poses No Trade Be Allowed 


With Any Warring Nation, 
By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—The Na- 
tional Peace Conference, an organ- 
‘ization of 30 peace groups, has pro- 
'posed a revision of the Neutrality 
Act. ‘The tentative draft of the 
|measure, placed in the hands of 


|}member organizations, is expected 
to be put before Congress for con- 
sideration. ' 

Primarily a refusal to allow the 
United States to trade with any 
warring nation, the revision pro- 
| poses: 

To renew and extend the Presi- 
dent’s present mandatory duty to 
proclaim existence of a state of war 
between two or more nations and 
prohibit export of arms to belig- 
gerent states. 5 

To allow the chief executive to 
enter discussions with all Powers 
‘which signed the Kellogg-Briand 
peace pact with a view to conclud- 
|ing a supplementary treaty “to set- 
| tle all international disputes by pa- 
cific means.” 

The conference declined to agree, 
said Dr. Walter W. Van Kirk, di- 
rector, on a provisional paragraph 
to lift embargoes from the attacked 
nation. 

The President would be directed 
to canvass the signatories of the 
Kellogg pact for their views on the 
status of the warring nations and 
if a majority agrees, lift the em- 
bargo with the consent of Congress.

Humphries staged the battle of his lifetime today. 


From a white iron cot in a hos-, 
pital ward, bereft of company for | 
the first time in his life, the inter- 
nationally famous fight announcer 
stubbornly fought off self-pity as 
he watched Christmas day come and 
fade away. 

He fought it constructively, plan- 
ning, at 63, his future career. It 
was 18 days since he had been ad- 
mitted to Jersey City’s medical cen- 
ter as “John Flynn,” explaining 
why friends could not trace him, 
Even a visitor who knew he was 
there encountered great difficulty 
locating him. 


46 Years as Announcer. 

The voice of Madison Square 
Garden, of fight arenas the country 
over, still rang resonant as Joe de- 
clared: 

“I’ve been taking it on the chin; 
but I’m coming back. Tell them 
all I’m coming back. - 

“I’ve been an announcer only 46 
years; I need four more for the 
even 50. I’m going to steal those 
years if I must; but I’m coming 
back. 


“I’ve had a wonderful career. To- 
day I can only be~thankful, but 
tell them all I’m coming back.” 

A Christmas tree, the only one 
the ward has ever known, stood by 
his bedside, set up through the 
friendship of his admiring attend- 
ant, Tom Morgan. 

Sitting up sprily for an eggnog, 
double strength, Humphries evinced 
full possession of his faculties; he 
even walks two blocks daily, pacing 
the ward. 


He eulogized Mayor Hague of 
Jersey City, at whose insistence he 
enjoys every attention, An unfor- 
tunate remark halted Joe briefly— 
at mention of Broadway’s Christ- 
mas eve jubilee, not all his fortitude 
could restrain the tears. 

In a moment he was himself 
again, not a break in his voice. It 
was only, he remarked, that this 
was the first Christmas he had 
ever greeted without his friends. 
Joe has been in and out of hospi- 
tals now for the past two years. 

Next Wednesday he expects to 
leave for Palm Beach, to spend the 
winter. This was his only request 
—to make sure that he is permit- 
ted to leave.

Her deed became known as

VENEZUELA PUT 
DEATHS AT 15 


Government Has Situation 
Fairly Well in Hand, 
Party Reaching Dutch 
West Indies Reports.

WILLEMSTAD,’ Curacao, Dutch 
West Indies, Dec. 26. — Scores of 


Venezuelan refugees, arriving here 
aboard a Venezuelan warship, re- 
ported the death of about 150 per- 
sons in Maracaibo and other lake 
ports as the result of disorders fol- 
lowing upon the death last week of 
the dictator-President, Juan Vicente 
Gomez. 

\ They said about 10 business 
houses and saloons were burned or 
plundered in Maracaibo and that 
there were similar disorders. in 
Caracas. The Government was said. 
however, to have the situation fair- 
ly well in hand. 


Widow of President Flees. 

Among the 97 refugees were the 
late President's widow, his sons, 
Juan and Florencio; a brother, Ma- 
tute; former Gov. Velasco of Ca- 
racas, and about 50 small children. 

The warship was placed at their 
disposal by the Provisional Presi- 
dent, Gen. Eleazar Lopez Contreras, 
to enable them to leave the coun- 
try in safety. 

A spokesman said the party had 
no political aspirations and hoped 
to return to Venezuela when the 
situation becomes normal. He spoke 
highly of Lopez Contreras and said 
he considered him most suited to 
be President. 

Street Fighting in Caracas. 

The refugees confirmed the slay- 
ing of Gen. Eustoquio Gomez, 
cousin of the late dictator. They 
said there was street fighting in 
Caracas and several buildings were

ITALIAN NOBLEMAN DIES, 
BECAME CITIZEN OF CANADA 


Duke of Sermoneta Headed House 
That Produced, Among Other 
Notables, Two Popes. 

By the Associated Press. 

VANCOUVER, B. C., Dec. 26.— 
Leone Caetani, Duke of Sermoneta, 
a member of the Italian nobility, 
died yesterday after an illness of 
more than a year. He was 66 years 
old. 

Born in Rome in 1869, the eldest 
of five brothers, he became the head 
of the old Roman house on the 
death of his father, the fifteenth 
Duke, in 1917. The family, 1200 
years old, has produced, among oth- 
er notable men, two Popes, Boniface 
VIII and Gelasius II. 

The Duke wrote the Annali dell’ 
Islam, a voluminous history of 
Islam, after traveling extensively in 
India, Africa and the Near East. 
He was a prominent Socialist in the 
Italian Parliament. 

During the war he and his broth- 
ers enlisted as volunteers. He 
served as artillery officer. 

The Duke settled in Vernon, B. 
C., several years ago and became 
a Canadian citizen. The body, how- 
ever, will be taken to Italy for 
burial. The widow, a daughter here 
and a son in Italy, survive.

“THE LETTER KILLETH.” 

Justice is not a blind goddess in California, measur- 
ing the sins of commission or omission in impartial 
scales. Justice in California is a menial in the house- 
hold of prejudice. Even as such, she is not permitted 
to do her humble tasks honestly. 

The story was told factually in last Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch, without argumentative accent, It had 
to do with two women. One, a young unknown social 
worker, who is now serving a prison sentence of from 
one to 14 years. The other is the elderly Anita Whit- 
ney, of distinguished family background, who has 
given her life to the cause of the under-privileged. 
Miss Whitney's punishment was fixed, optionally, at 
a fine of $600 or 300 days in jail. She herself chose 
jail. A nephew, however, paid the fine, thus squar- 
ing her account with the law. 

What was the law’s claim against those women? 
They were charged with perjury. They are both 
Communists. In order to “legalize” their party and 
get its ticket on the official ballot, it was necessary 
to secure a stipulated number of signatures. Both 
women circulated petitions, As a certain statute re- 
quires, they had to swear they had personally pro- 
cured the signatures as filed. On the lists of each, 
three signers were found who swore they had been 
solicited by a man, not a woman. The signatures 
were genuine, they acknowledged. No question of 
forgery was raised. All Miss Todd could say, on 
the stand, was that to the best of her knowledge and 
belief she had personally obtained all the names, It 
was her statement against the testimony of two men 
and a woman. Like that vagabond French poet, she 
might have said, “I am one, but the Fates are three.” 
The case against Miss Whitney was identical. 

The jury found Miss Todd guilty and the Court 
sent her to the penitentiary. In the case of Miss 
Whitney, the Court instructed the jury it could find 
the defendant guilty of perjury, or acquit her, or find 
her guilty of the lesser charge of perjury which the 
law styles as “false swearing.” It was on the last 
count she was sentenced, with the result as related. 

Such was the “head and front of their offending.” 
At worst, a technical dereliction, in which intent to 
deceive was not charged. Yet if either had committed 
a crime, the other had committed precisely the game 
crime. That is too obvious to be debated. California 
justice did not so see it. One goes to prison. The 
other doesn’t. 

In all fairness, did either woman commit a crime? 
A California newspaper, the San Francisco News, 
speaking of Miss Whitney, said: “She is known as 
an intensely honest person ... Of course, she would 
not be on trial today if she were a Republican or a 
Democrat.” 

In a word, those women have been tried and con- 
victed for their political opinions, a procedure which 
ought to stir the American Liberty League to its pa- 
triotic depths—but won't.

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OPEN THE EUGENE FIELD HOUSE. 
The holiday season invariably brings its remind- 
ers of Eugene Field, and the thought of him in 
turn suggests his childhood home at 634 South 
Broadway.

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FEW WORK-RELIEF SLACKERS. 

Of the 36,734 workers in St. Louis and St. Louis 

County who have been notified of assignment to WPA 
jobs, 23 per cent have not reported for work. This, 
at first glance, would seem to verify the charges fre- 
quently heard that many of the unemployed do not 
'want to work; that they prefer to remain in idle- 
/ness even when a job is offered. 
It is a superficial and erroneous view, however. 
| Surveys in other representative cities have shown a 
corresponding percentage of failures to report for 
jobs, but only a small ratio attributable to un- 
willingness to work. In Baltimore, 89 per cent of 
those who failed to report had valid reasons. Only 
four of 220 cases in Washington, D. C., refused 
through indolence, only one of 39 in Memphis, and 
so it has gone elsewhere. Most of those failing to 
repért had other employment, were ill or incapaci- 
tated, were unable to do the work offered or had 
other sound reasons. 

A group of about 1000 persons in St. Louis whose 
notifications were delayed has already been surveyed. 
Of these, one-third had jobs in private industry, one- 
third had heard of their assignments and had re- 
ported, the others were ill, in business for them- 
selves or working for CCC or PWA. It is to the 
great credit of the American people that downright 
slackerism has been comparatively rare in the relief 
system. The fact offers ground for hoping that

Poverty Pen. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
I F E. Mason Roberts wants to see with 

his own eyes, I can show him poverty 
10 times worse than has ever been re- 
corded in the Post-Dispatch. I saw a 
family living in a hog pen at a town in 
Missouri. There were no windows and 
they had to craw! to get inside.

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| ILLEGAL PRACTICE OF LAW. 

The legal profession in Missouri is engaged in a 
two-sided campaign against improper practice of law 
in this State. The campaign against the unethical 
activities of lawyers has resulted in a number of dis- 
barments and so has attracted widespread public 
notice. The other campaign is against the practice 
of law by persons and agencies which do not have 
: the license to engage in a legal business. 

While this second campaign has been less spec- 
_tacular and so has received far less attention from 
the public, it is none the less important for both the 

layman and the member of the bar. The latter has a 
| definite economic stake, since improper practice of 
law by non-lawyers and non-legal groups deflects 
legitimate business from law firms. At the same 
time, the layman has a concern in the matter: the 
protection of his rights under the law is closely re- 
lated to a proper practice of law within the terms of 
the statutes. 

The public, therefore, should show its thanks to 


‘usual, but whatever has become of 


its efforts to disbar unethical lawyers by supporting 
the campaign to confine the practice of law to those 
who are eligible to practice it. On the other hand, 
the bar committees, charged with carrying out the 
Supreme Court rules of practice, will do well not to 
press their campaign against illegal practice at the 
expense of the campaign to purge the legal profession 
of its unsocial members. It is always better to fight 
improper practices on the outside after those within 
the ranks have been eliminated. 
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THE CHRISTMAS FESTIVAL FUND. 


The sum of $2851.71, left in the treasury of the 
Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival when the event was 
abandoned four years ago, has been distributed 
among four representative charitable organizations of 
the community. The committee in charge chose wise- 
ly in naming channels that would use the fund for 
purposes similar to those intended by the citizens 
who subscribed it. United Charities, giving aid on a 
non-sectarian basis, as the Festival did throughout its 
history, received $2000. The Salvation Army received 
$500 and the Rev. Timothy Dempsey’s lunchroom 
$300, used by each in carrying on the traditional 
Christmas dinners for unfortunates. The remainder, 
$51.71, went to the Board of Children’s Guardians, to 
purchase toys for its wards, another part of the Fes- 
tival’s annual activities. 

The Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival had become 
a community tradition in its 32 years of existence. 
Through the generosity of thousands of contributors, 
and the devoted services of the committee in charge, 
baskets of food were provided for needy families, en- 
tertainment and gifts for needy children. All ad- 
ministrative costs were borne by the Post-Dispatch. 
When changed conditions led*to the committee's re- 
luctant decision to abandon the Festival, the sur- 
plus was retained in the hope that its reviva] might 
become practicable later. Since this did not eventu- 
ate, the Festival has ended its career in its tradition- 
al fashion, by use of its remaining funds‘Yor distribu- 
tion of Christmas cheer among the needy. 

DROWSY DRIVERS. 


The Illinois State Division of Highways has just 
completed a test on the extent of carbon monoxide in 
automobiles traveling the highways of that State. 
The findings show that 5 per cent of automobiles and 
trucks chosen at random contained a sufficient 
amount of exhaust fumes to have serious effects on 
the driver. This leads the Illinois highway author- 
ities to conclude that drowsy drivers—in reality vic- 
tims of carbon monoxide—are the cause of many traf- 
fic accidents. 

The conclusion is based on sound reasoning. No 
driver who is on the verge of going to sleep is a 
safe person at the steering wheel. The recommenda- 
tions of the Illinois highways division—that exhaust 
systems be inspected periodically, that plenty of fresh 
air be admitted on long drives and that drivers stop 
at the first sign of drowsiness—are worth the notice 
of automobile drivers everywhere.

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ABOVE POLITICS. 


Gen. Johnson in a recent article expressed sym- 
pathy for the misguided supporters of the “utter- 
ly impossible” Townsend pension plan, exploited as 
they are by cynical politicians who angle for their 
votes. How to enlighten these supporters is the 
question, and Gen. Johnson suggests a “patient, clar- 
ifying radio speech” by the President. There could be, 
he adds, “no more courageous, kindly, humane act.” 

Every clarifying statement by a trusted and hon- 
ored public figure undoubtedly helps to enlighten 
those now being deceived by the Townsend delusion. 
Mr. Roosevelt could do much in this direction. Even 
more could perhaps be done by the two parties them- 
selves, and to greater concrete effect. 

Suppose that “practical politics” is forgotten long 
enough for the two conventions to adopt identical 
platform resolutions condemning the Townsend 
plan, and withholding party support from any can- 
didate advocating the plan as a vote-catching device. 
This would help enlighten the confused millions who 
now support the plan, and would deal a political 
blow at mercenary candidates. They would have to 
bolt the regular parties to get Townsendite support, 
a sacrifice which few would be prepared to make.

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JAPAN ASKS A RIDDLE. 


In their efforts to convert the 5-5-3 naval ratio into 
a 5-5-5 ratio, the Japanese have resorted to appeals, 
persuasion, argument and veiled threats. All these 
got them nowhere, so, just before the London confer- 
ence recessed for the Christmas holidays, the Jap- 
anese delegates took up the Socratic method. Here is 
the hypothetical question with which they sought to 
bring light into darkness: 
tacked by 50 vessels, would the 40 have any chance 
of success?” 

Oriental diplomacy must have lost its traditional 
cunning if the Japanese expected such a question 
to clinch their case for parity. The additional details 
necessary before even a tentative answer may be es- 
sayed have an opposite effect. Such details as: How 
big are the ships? Of what armament and efficiency? 
How far from their home bases? How navigated and 
maneuvered? The Japanese refused to amplify, so 
the matter rested there when the parley adjourned.

The League’s Coming of Age 


eously the conduct of Mr. Baldwin, Sir 

Samuel Hoare and M. Laval, it is only 
fair to remind ourselves of the situation 
which they faced three weeks ago. 

Early in October, Italy undertook a war 
of conquest which had been announced well 
in advance. Its general purposes were known 
to the foreign offices of Europe for perhaps 
a year. During that year, nothing important 
was done by the great Powers or by the 
League to convince Mussolini that he would 
be met by “collective” resistance. Undoubt- 
edly he came to think that he would be 
treated about as Japan was treated in the 
Manchurian affair in 1931, that is to say, 
that he would be bombarded with resolu- 
tions of disapproval and then be allowed to 
proceed. : 

No one had reckoned with the outburst of 
British opinion expressed in the peace ballot 
last summer, that is to say, with the pro- 
found conviction created among masses of 
people that if the League does not prevail 
against the Italian dictator now, Europe will 
be demoralized and disorganized if it has 
to face Hitler in the future. This sentiment 
induced the British Government to assume 
the leadership of the League, and the result 
was that for the first time in its history, 
the League legally condemned a great Pow- 
er. This action committed all the members 
of the League to the duty of stopping the 
Italian war of conquest.

They did not stop it. Though in theory 
the League Powers could have forbidden 
Mussolini to move his army to Ethiopia by 
closing the approaches to the Suez Canal, 
they decided not to take the risk of an out- 
right collision with Italy. They adopted, in- 
stead, a program of sanctions which, though 
it might ruin Mussolini in the long run, did 
not prevent him from carrying on his war 
and trying for a decisive victory before the 
sanctions did him too much damage. 

Thus, at the end of the second month of 


the war, the aggression was still continuing 


and Mussolini was continuing to buy from 
the League Powers, and particularly from 
Great Britain, the one indispensable thing 
he needed in order to overwhelm the Ethio- 
pians. That was oil, which Italy lacks, which 
Italy must have to move her transports, her 
trucks, her tanks and her airplanes. The 
position had become impossible. In spite of 
the promises and the judgments pronounced 
at Geneva, the war was not only not being 
stopped but was being assisted by the sup- 
ply of oil. 

The League Powers saw that they must 
either stop the oi] or they must stop the 
war by yielding to Mussolini. It was a des- 
perately dangerous choice. To stop oil was 
to strike at the heart of Mussolini's enter- 
prise; without oil, his army was defeated 
and his regime almost certain to fall. 

This brought the governments face to face 
with a truth which the friends of the League 
have never been willing to consider fully. It 
is that a really effective sanction is an act 
of war and can be imposed only if the mem- 
bers of the League are prepared to take the 
risks of war. That is what Mr. Baldwin 
meant when he said the other day that 
“many of those who were the strongest ad- 
vocates of sanctions advocated them because 
they believed, they were convinced, the use 
of sanctions was a peaceful way of stopping 


war.” It has been proved that they were 
mistaken. 

Ineffective sanctions, that is to say, sanc- 
tions which harass.a great Power but do not 
quickly defeat it, can be applied without too 
great a risk of war. But effective sanctions, 
such as the stopping of oil, cannot be applied 
without the risk of war against the great 
Power engaged in a life-and-death struggle. 

It has been said that when Mussolini an- 
nounced that an oil sanction meant war, he 
was bluffing. No one can be sure he was 
bluffing. What is more, if the League Pow- 
ers were not prepared to go to war to en- 
force an oil sanction, they were bluffing. 
The very real and present danger existed 
that Mussolini would risk a desperate re- 
prisal believing that the League was bluff- 
ing more than he was, 


* * * 


No responsible statesman could have voted 
for the oil sanctions unless he knew, and 
knew that Mussolini knew, that the League 
Powers, their governments, their military 
forces and their public opinion were pre- 
pared for war. The only sure guaranty that 
Mussolini would not strike back was to con- 
vince him that the League was ready for 
him. 

It was not ready. The British had their 
fleet in the Mediterranean. But it was by 
no means clear that the British peoples were 
prepared to fight Mussolini; it was very 
clear that the French people were not pre- 
pared to fight him and that the other League 
states were uncertain and unprepared. Un- 
der these circumstances, it is not difficult 
to sympathize with those in Britain and 
France who decided that they must try to 
avoid the issue of the oil sanctions by nego- 
tiating a peace in Africa. 

No one, it seems to me, is entitled to con- 
demn Sir Samuel Hoare or M. Laval com- 
pletely unless he is willing to say not merely 
that they should have taken the risk of war 
but that he is confident their peoples would 
have backed them up if war was provoked. 
Certainly the Hoare-Laval proposals were 
immoral. But to incur the risks of war 
without knowing that their peoples were 
ready and their military forces adequate 
would have been even more immoral. 

If we are to indulge in censures of the 
British Government, the things to complain 
about are in the first instance that it 
waited too long, that it waited until Mus- 
solini was hopelessly committed, before it 
started to oppose the war, and then that 
having decided to invoke the Covenant, it 
took a line of action without first mobiliz- 
ing sufficient force and opinion to back it 
up. Nothing is so dangerous in diplomacy 
as to make a threat without being sure that 
you will and that you can carry it through.

Crime Here and Abroad 


J. H. Wallis in the American Mercury. 


HE homicide rate in the United States 

for 1933 (the last year for which figures 
are available), according to the Bureau of 
the Census, was 9.6 per 100,000 population— 
the highest in history. That is, 12,124 homi- 
cides were reported in 1933. Ninety-six out 
of every 1,000,000 Americans were murdered 
in that year. From the legal standpoint, 
some of these were murders in the first 
degree, some in the second degree, some 
only manslaughter. But to the layman, they 
were murders. The victimes are dead, de- 
spite legal classifications. 

In England and Wales, on the other hand, 
the homicide rate stands year after year at 
© per 100,000 population. In 1933, the num- 
ber of slain was 210, and the murder rate 
was one-nineteenth the American. Our rate 
is seven times that of Canada, six and a half 
times that of Australia, 10 times that of New 
Zealand, 24 times that of Ireland, four and 
a half times that of Germany, four and a 
half times that of Belgium, five times that 
of Switzerland, 24 times that of Holland, 
four times that of Italy. These statistics 
are proof of America’s complete triumph in 
the field of blood and brutal death. 
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awe Mussolini or to deal with him if he 
strikes back. 

This is not only a more prudent policy but, 
from the point of view of making the League 
a real defense against another great war, 
the only possible policy. The world has to 
rid itself of the dangerous illusion that peace 
can be preserved by condemning the ag- 
gressor and then annoying him. It has to 
learn that collective security is a snare 
and a delusion unless the collective force 1s 
overwhelmingly greater than the force of 
the aggressor—unless the collective force is 
not only greater in theory but can, in fact, 
be mobilized—unless it will, if needed, be 
mobilized—unlesg it will, if challenged, be 
employed. 

As long as there is the least doubt that the 
League Powers really mean to fight for the 
Covenant, the nations interested in wars of 
conquest will defy the League, counting on 
its impotence. Japan did that in 1931. 
Italy has done it in 1935. It will be done 
again if the peoples with a vested interest in 
the League continue to think that half-way 
measures can stop a great Power. 


In the long view, the events which culm- 
nated in the resignation of Sir Samuel! Hoare 
may prove to have been an expensive but 
very necessary demonstration of a funda- 
mental truth. It is a truth that has to bé 
learned before the League. faces its final test, 
which is not whether it can prevent a war in 
Africa but whether it can prevent a war in 
Europe. The truth is that while peace may 
be preserved by pacific means, it will not 
be preserved by nations that are not able 
and willing, are not known to be able and 
willing, to employ force that is greater than 
that of the aggressor. 

They may be able to overawe him if he 
knows that they can and will fight. But they 
cannot bluff him if he knows that they ca?- 
not or will not fight. So the friends of peace 
and of the League cannot recognize toe 
quickly that Mr. Baldwin touched the heart 
of the matter when he said in the House of 
Commons last Thursday that “the ultimate 
sanction of the League itself is an immens@ 
ly superior force.”

THREE METHODIST BISHOPS 
-BACK ANTI-ALIEN AMENDMENT 


Charge New Deal Has “Smothered 
Proposal for Bar in Opportioning 
Congressional Representation. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Charg- 


ing the New Deal has “smothered” 
a “stop alien representation” amend- 
ment to the Constitution, three 
Methodist Bishops today urged pas- 
tors to co-operate with the Ameri- 
can Christian Alliance in seeking 
adoption of the proposal by Con- 
gress. The amendment would ex- 
clude aliens from the census count 
in apportioning each state’s repre- 
sentation in Congress. It has be2n 
introduced on both the Senate and 
House sides of the Capitol on sev- 
eral occasions. 

The Bihsops, Edwin H. Hughes of 
Washington, D. C., A. W. Leonard 
of Pittsburgh and E. G. Richard- 
son of Philadelphia, asserted in a 
statement that the proposed alien 
representation amendment afford 
“a conclusive acid test of the sin- 
cerity of the patriotic American 
professions of all public officials.” 
They credited the Christian Al- 
liance of which William H. Ander- 
son is general chairman, with orig- 
inating the amendment and said: 

“For obvious reasons we cannot 
assume responsibility for details of 
its campaigns, nor for the utteranc- 
es of its leadership. Yet, on the 
strength of its record so far, we 
recommend that our pastors co- 
operate practically and heartily 
with the American Christian Al- 
liance in arousing a moral con- 
sciousness on a fair, sane, honest, 
constructive, Christian basis in 
order to defeat all secret, subver- 
sive, alien conspiracies against the 
ccmmon good.” 


EPISCOPALIAN GROUP APPEALS 
FOR UNITY WITH CATHOLICS 


Says Protestantism Is Bankrupt 
and Cites Changes in Russia, 
Mexico, Spain, Germany. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—Twenty- 
nine leaders of a movement to unite 
Protestant Episcopal churches in 
America with the Roman Catholic 
church have appealed to Episcopal 
clergymen for support of the plan. 

Coupled with the plea, written 
by the American Committee of the 
Church Unity Octave Council, was 
a criticism that Protestantism has 
become “bankrupt ethically, cultur- 
ally, morally and religiously.” 

The committee’s statement ac- 
companied a letter to ministers by 
the Rev. Franklin Joiner, rector of 
St. Clement’s Church of Philadel- 
phia. The group consists of 20 
Episcopal clergymen, two members 
of religious orders and seven lay- 
men. 

“The forces of the day have proved 
too strong for Protestantism, and it 
is disintegrating rapidly,” the com- 
mittee declared, citing what it 
termed the “overthrow of religion” 
in Russia, Mexico, Spain and Ger- 
many. 

“It is time for all Christians to 
see what the enemy sees so clearly 
and be prepared to rally around 
Rome as the center of resistance 
against the anti-Christian attack.”

Father Charles E. Coughlin dedi- 
cated his Shrine of the Little Flow- 
er, not yet completed, with a mid- 
night Christmas mass.

NEW SEA REGULATIONS 
FFFETIVE NEXT WEEK 


Are Expected to Prevent Re- 
currence of Such Disasters as 
Befell Mohawk, Morro Castle 


B the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Feder- 
al officials looked today to the new 
safety-at-sea regulations—emerging 
from recent disasters—to raise 
American standards above the in- 
ternational code. 

The rules, backed by legislation, 
become effective next week, and 
are expected by Capt. C. W. Shep- 
heard of the Bureau of Navigation 
and Steamboat Inspection, Com- 
merce Department, to prevent such 
accidents as befell the Mohawk and 
the Morro Castle. 

The Bureau, equipped with infor- 
mation based on studies of wrecked 
vessels and the causes of disasters 
of the high seas, has set forth a 


five-point safety program providing 
for: (1) fire prevention, detection 
and control; (2) well-drilled emer- 
gency action in case of danger; (3) 
emergency steering apparatus; (4) 
modern lifeboats agd other |life- 
saving devices; (5) changes in con- 
struction of new ships. 

Seeking to make impossible a re- 
currence of the disaster that turned 
the Morro Castle into a holocaust 
off the Jersey coast in September, 
1934, the bureau ordered that all 
passenger ships of more than 150 
feet in length must be equipped 
with an approved automatic fire- 
detecting system or an automatic 
sprinkler system. 

Fire drills will be required at 
least once a week, including the 
muster of the crew to designated 
places, closing of water-tight doors 
and fire doors, crew practices in 
unlashing and swinging out life 
boats and the testing of pumps. 

“Any neglect or omission on the 
part of the officer in command of 


‘such vessels strictly to enforce the

for suspension or revocation of the

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Chicken chowder is as popular as shellfish chowder. 


If you have a knack with condiments, 
spices, herbs and even fruits and wines, you can 
cajole your own small world with chowders, be 
they of shelltish, fresh tish, beef or vegetables

OT so long ago, a great novelist be- 
N came lyrical over the merits of a 

noble French soup. -This_ bouilla- 
baisse, according to the Thackeray bal- 
lad, was compounded of all manner of 
fishes, herbs and seasonings, and was 
deemed worthy victuals for the most lord- 
ly palate. 

Fish chowder, the most distinctively 
American soup, has a farflung likeness 
in this famed bouillabaisse. The word 
“chowder” comes from the French word 
“chaudiere,”’ meaning “hot pot” or “cal- 
dron.” Tradition has it that the first 
chowders were a kind of neighborhood 
stew, with all the ingredients contribut- 
ed by various housewives. The chowder 
was then cocked in a huge iron caldron 
and ladled out to the community at large. 


The original American chowders were 
made with shellfish, green turtle, corn 
and okra. Gradually their makeup was 
extended to include all manner of sea- 
food, meat and vegetables. Even the 
feathered clan has found its way ‘into 
the chowder kettle, with chicken chowder 
ace-high in favor. 

Chowders are made all over the coun- 
ry, the ingredients varying with the 
locale. There are the shellfish and fresh 
fish chowders of the *oastal and Gulf 
states, and beefsteak and sundry vege- 
table chowders of the garden and farm 
lands. However, all true chowders are 
alike in that they are “a sort of broth 
or soup or stew” in which the ingredients 
are left. in pieces rather than being 
pureed or strained. 


Flavor in chowder is limited only by 
the imagination of the one who presides 
over the chowder kettle. Use your fa- 
vorite fish or any mixture of vegetables 
your fancy dictates. Don't forget beef- 
steak and hamburg as savory subjects 
for meat chowders. Condiments, spices, 
herbs, even fruits and wines, are all 
part of the cajolery of flavor in chowder 
making. 

One of the secrets of fine flavor lies 
in the treatment of the onions. Chop 
them fine and saute them to a light yel- 
low color in melted fat. Garlic, celery, 
and green pepper are often fried in the 
Same manner. Raw materials make the 
best chowders as their 1.avor results from 
long slow cooking and judicious season- 
ing. Chowders other than those made 
with fresh fish improve with several 
hours of ripening. This permits the 
mellowing of divers flavors. 

There are many ways of thickening a 
chowder. Bear in mind, however, that 
the thickening should be delicate—only 
enough to bind the ingredients. Flour, 
mixed smooth with cold liquid or melted 
butter, may be added to th, boiling chow- 
der just. before it is served. Cracker 
crumbs may be used, .r hard crackers 
soaked in milk may be laid on top of the 
chowder. Cereals are also used, the Nor- 
wegians making a lamb chowder which 
is thickened with oatmeal. 

Chowders may be thick enough to be 
eaten with a fork or of the thin body of 
milk. When used as the introductory 
course to a dinner, chowders are always 
thin; when served as the main dish for 
luncheon or supper, they are thicker. 

Fish chowder has a veritable Jekyll-and- 
Hyde personality. Meet it either as the 
innocently mild milk chowder of New 


England and points East, or as the lav- 
ishly spiced and richly seasoned chow- 
der of the Deep South. Down-East fish 
chowder is made with haddock or cod and 
a milk or cream foundation. The sea- 
sonings are generally salt and black 
pepper, with an occasional gesture toward 
mace or savory.

be made by layering uncooked fish, 

herbs, seasonings, uncooked vege- 
tables and sylit hard crackers (softened 
in milk) in a gettle. Cook these in water, 
barely to cover. This type of chowder 
may also be cooked in a casserole in the 
oven. 

A New England trick with fish chow- 
der is the use of fish balls rather than 
pieces of fish. To make these balls, put 
the uncooked fish through a food chop- 
per, mix with beaten egg, cracker 
crumbs, melted butter, salt and pepper, 
and shape into small balls. Cook these 
in the chowder along with the other in- 
gredients. 

From the land of murmuring pines and 
hemlocks comes Nova Scotian fish chow- 
der with accent on the seasoning tricks 
of the fisher folk. Notice that the fish 
is cooked with the skin and bones to 
give a richer-tasting chowder. Good black 
pepper is noble condiment enough, Siz- 
able pieces of fish give the chowder bet- 
ter eating quality than shredded or diced 
fish. The Nova Scotians often add the 
mulligatawny touch by cooking a little 
curry powder with the fish. Cider is 
sometimes added at the last. 


Nova Scotian Fish Chowder. 


Three pounds uncooked haddock 

Two cups cold water 

One carrot, sliced 

One sprig parsley 

Bit of bay leaf 

Dash of black pepper. 

One tablespoon salt 

One-fourth pound salt pork, diced 

Three small onions, finely chopped 

Four cups potatoes, diced 

Two cups voiling water 

Four cups milk 

Two tablespoons parsley, minced. 

Three tablespoons butter 

Eight hard crackers 

Wash haddock and cut into two large 
pieces; do not remove skin and bone. 
place fish in wire basket and lower into 
kettle. (This permits fish to be re- 
moved without breaking. Cover with 
cold water and add carrot, parsley, bay 
leaf, pepper and salt. Simmer 20 minutes 
and lift out fish. Remove skin and bones 
and strain stock. Meanwhile, fry pork 
until brown and remove crisp scraps. 
Saute onions in fat until light yellow. 
Add potatoes and boiling water and sim- 
mer until tender. Then add fish, stock 
and milk and heat. Ada parsley and but- 
ter. Serve hot with hard, buttered crack- 
ers. This recipe makes six portions. 

Probably the peer of all Eastern chow- 
ders is the lobster chowder. Along the 
coast of Maine and Rhode Island and 
wherever else this succulent crustacean 
blesses the sea by its plentiful presence, 
lobster finds its way into the chowder 
kettle. The lobster liver is added for 
color and flavor.

One small lobster, boiled

‘Remove lobster meat from shell and 
cut in small pieces.

Cream butter 
and work in liver and cracker crumbs. 
Add scalded milk gradually, stirring un- 
til smooth. Combine with lobster stock 
and meat, and add paprika, salt, parsley 
and Worcestershire. Heat thoroughly. 
This recipe makes four portions. 

In the South, red snapper, alone or in 
combination with pompano or some 
other fish, replaces the white fish of 
Down-East chowder, and tomatoes are 
used instead of milk. In Deep-South fish 
chowder, all the spices and seasonings of 
the far corners of the earth seem happily 
blended. 

Deep-South Fish Chowder. 

One pound red snapper 

Two quarts water 

Two small onions, finely chopped 

One garlic clove, finely chopped 

Two tablespoons cooking oil 

One-half green pepper, chopped 

One-half cup celery, minced 

One cup canned tomatoes 

One bay leaf 

One tablespoon salt. 

Three cloves 

Dash of tabasco 

One-half cup coarse cracker crumbs 

One hard-cooked egg, sliced 

Four thin slices lemon 

One potato, diced 

One-fourth cup sherry. 

Cook fish in water until tender. Drain, 
reserving stock, and remove skin and 
bones. Saute onion and garlic in oil 
until yellow. Add green pepper and cook 
a few minutes longer. Add one and one- 
half quarts fish stock, and the celery, 
tomatoes, bay leaf, salt, cloves and ta- 
basco. Bring to a boil, add fish and 
simmer 30 minutes. Add cracker crumbs, 
egg and lemon slices and simmer one and 


one-half hours. Then add potato and 
wine and simmer 20 minutes longer. This 
recipe makes four portions. Cassia buds 
or saffron may be added for still more 
exotic flavor. 

Eloquent of one’s native taste is his 
preference in clam chowder. New En- 
gland clam chowder, which is a creamy 
blend of clams, milk and potatoes, is 
anathema to the New Yorker. By the 
same token, the Down-Xastern winces at 
the mere mention of Manhattan clam 
chowder, in which the clams frolic in a 
highly ceasoned tomato broth. The truth 
is, both chowders are equally delicious, 
but with entirely different flavors. 

The common American round clam— 
the quahaug—is the great clam for chow- 
der. Either fresh or cannec clams may 
be used in making chowder. 

New England Clam Chowder. 

One-fourth cup butter 

Three small onions, minced 

One pint clams, finely chopped 

Two cups boiling water 

Two large potatoes, diced 

One tablespoon salt 

One-eighth teaspoon black pepper 

One quart milk 

Round crackers 

Melt butter and saute onions until yel- 
low. Add clams and simmer seven min- 
utes. Add boiling water, potatoes, salt 
and pepper, and cook 30 minutes. Add 
milk and heat thoroughly. Pour chow- 
der over pilot crackers. This recipe makes 
four portions. 

Manhattan Clam Chowder. 

Two tablespoons butter 

Two white onions, minced 

One-half clove garlic, minced 

One-fourth cup celery, finely cut 

Two tablespoons green pepper, minced 

Two large potatoes, diced 

One pint clams, finely chopped 

Two and one-half cups boiling water 

Two teaspoons salt 

One and one-half cups tomato juice 

Dash of cayenne 

Dash of sage 

One-fourth teaspoon thyme 

Round crackers 

Melt butter, add onions, garlic, celery 
and green pepper, and saute lightly three 
or four minutes.

On this lay the fillet and bake in 
a quick oven about 45 minutes, 
basting frequently.
